Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Steven Wigmore, points out that the 
proposed amended claims reciting worstation credentials comprising information about integrity of the workstation is 
not taught by Greenfield because Greenfield only teaches user credentials. Examiner indicated that the primary 
reference, Gaul, teaches workstation credentials about integrity of workstation. Applicant indicated that further 
amendment will be made to include the language of authentication of the workstation. No agreement was reached. 
Applicant's proposed amendment relied on column 2, lines 48-55 to assert that the credentials in Greenfield were only 
user oriented. Upon further review, Examiner would like to clarify that Greenfield also presents other embodiment 
where the machine at which the user requests information is referred as the client (see column 1 , lines 39-67) that also 
needs to be trusted to get access to the server (see column 6, line 49 through column 7, ine 30). 
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
